_ _. Washington (EFE) — Los números de 
Seguridad Social están al alcance de todos en 
Estados Unidos, donde el fácil acceso a archi- 
vos y páginas web gubernamentales ha provo- 
cado un gran aumento de robos de identidad con 
estos datos personales presuntamente secretos, 
informaron esta semana medios locales. 

La Comisión Federal de Comercio de 
Estados Unidos calculó que 8.3 millones de 
ciudadanos fueron víctimas de robos de iden- 
tidad en 2005, de los que el más codiciado es 
el número de Seguridad Social, según recoge 
la edición digital del diario The Washington 


Post. 

Este número, formado por nueve dígitos, 
fue introducido en 1936 para identificar los 
ingresos y beneficios de los empleados en Es- 
tados Unidos y se utiliza en la práctica como un 
número de identificación fiscal o de identidad 
en procedimientos administrativos. 

Los expertos advierten del peligro que 
supone el hecho de publicar documentos tan 
importantes en Internet, donde uno puede 
encontrar con un solo click el número de 
Seguridad Social de ciudadanos corrientes, 
pero también de personalidades como el Ex 


secretario de Estado de Estados Unidos, Colin 
L. Powell. 

“Esto es muy peligroso”, afirmó al diario 
el Fiscal General de Maryland, Gouglas F. 
Gansler, quien descubrió su número de Segu- 
ridad Social en la red.

Kat Rodriguez says. 

During 2007, the U.S. go- 
vernment added roughly 3,000 
Border Patrol agents, expanded 
the controversial border fence 
in parts of Arizona and erected 
electronic surveillance towers in 
areas not protected by physical 
barriers. 

“So many agents, so much 
technology is only forcing the 
undocumented to cross in more 
remote and dangerous places,” 
Rodriguez said. 

“Currently, we're seeing 
a change in the migratory flow 
toward the New Mexico desert.” 
She said the beefed-up security 
on the border has spurred greater 
violence. 

Rodriguez cited the deaths 
of at least two immigrants in 
confronations where one set 
of people smugglers - known 
as “coyotes” - tried to take mi- 
grants from rivals at gunpoint. 
She said her group has also 
noted an increase in the num- 
ber of would-be immigrants 
reported as missing. 

“It’s frustrating to receive 
calls from so many people who 
only know that their relative 
crossed the Arizona desert and 
they never hear from them 

again,” the activist says. 

Another Arizona organiza- 
tion, Compassionate Borders, 
has announced that despite 
threats of prosecution, it will 
continue placing water stations 
in the desert for illegal immi-

Ley impide a las em-

La ley estatal HB2779 que

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Bogota (EFE) — Colombians 
will have to wait at least 10 days to 
find out if a youngster in a govern- 
ment shelter is really the son of rebel 
hostage Clara Rojas, Attorney Gen- 
eral Mario Iguaran said Wednesday. 
He said Colombian experts had 
taken samples from the grandmother 
and uncle of Emmanuel Rojas, who 
remain in Caracas awaiting the 
promised release of Clara, her son 
and former Congresswoman Con- 
suelo Gonzalez de Perdomo. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia said it would 
hand over the three to a representa- 
tive of Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez as “amends” for Colombian 

" President Alvaro Uribe’s decision 
in November to pull the plug on his 
counterpart's efforts to broker an 
exchange of 45 rebel captives for 
hundreds of jailed guerrillas. 

What Chavez dubbed “Opera- 
tion Emmanuel” got under way last 
Friday when four Venezuelan heli- 
copters bearing Red Cross insignia 
arrived in the central Colombian city 
of Villavicencio. 

Under the original plan, the 
choppers were to take off for one 
or more locations designated by the 
FARC, using coordinates supplied 
by the reb.ls to the Venezuelan 
government and then relayed to the 
Red Cross crews. But the FARC 
informed Chavez that “intense” 
activity by the Colombian military 
made it impossible to safely carry 
out the release. 

Uribe, in a press conference 
Monday in Villavicencio, accused 
the rebels of lying and said the real 
reason the FARC had not released 
the captives was that the guerrillas 
no longer had Emmanuel Rojas 
in their possession. He said a boy 
matching Rojas’s description was 
in a Bogota facility run by the Co- 
lombian Family Welfare Institute 
and that DNA tests could prove the 


youngster was indeed Emmanuel. 
By Tuesday afternoon, a Colombian 
team was in Bogota to take samples 
from Clara Gonzalez de Rojas and 
Ivan Rojas, the mother and brother 
of Clara Rojas. 

Attorney General Iguaran said 
Wednesday that it would take at 
least 10 days to determine whether 
the boy in the Bogota facility was 
the child born some 3 1/2 years ago 
as the fruit of a relationship between 
Clara Rojas and one of her captors. 
But prominent Colombian geneticist 
Emilio Yunis demurred, saying that 
“once you have the samples, the 
result is a matter of five hours.” 

The Stockholm-based ANN- 
COL news agency, which serves as 
a mouthpiece for the FARC, said on 
its Web site Tuesday that Uribe's 
theory about Emmanuel was a 
““smokescreen.” 

In additional comments posted 
Wednesday, ANNCOL said “the 
sinister hand” of the United States 
was behind the collapse of Opera- 
tion Emmanuel and suggested that 
U.S. and Colombian officials would 
contrive to manipulate the results of 
the DNA tests. 

Washington provides hundreds 
of millions of dollars a year in 
mainly military aid to Bogot.. its 
staunchest ally in Latin Amenca, 
and the Bush administration would 
not be anxious to see a diplomatic 
triumph for the leftist Chavez, its 
least-favorite leader in the region. 

Former Argentine President 
Nestor Kirchner, who led a delega- 


tion of representatives of Bolivia, 


Brazil, Cuba, Ecuador, France and 
Switzerland to Villavicencio to wit- 
ness the planned hostage release, re- 
portedly upbraided Uribe for having 
dropped the Emmanuel bombshell 
just as the operation was set to enter 
the critical phase.
